WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Presi- | 
éent-Elect Harding has determined 
to appoint a woman to his Cabinet. 
This will be in recognition of the fact 
that the electorate has been practi- 
cally doubled since the enfranchise- 
ment of women and that woman's 
viewpoint shall be represented in the 
executive councils of the Govern- 
ment. In order to appoint a woman, 
however, Mr. Harding will ask Con- 
gress to create a new Cabinet portfo- 
lio—Secretary of Education. The 
power to add Cabinet portfolios rests 
entirely with Congress and does not 
require any constitutional amend- 
ment. 

In all porbability, Mrs. Harriet 
Taylor Upton of Ohio will be asked 
to head the new department, though 
ft cannot be said that a final selection 
hes been made, as a number of

sive of expenditures for its military 
and naval defense. Meantime, the 
General added, the cana] is perform- 
ing an important commercial service 
by stimulating American trade with 
the west coast of South America and 
the Orient. More than 25 per cent 
of the cargo handled through the 
canal! since its opening was in transit 
between the United States and 
South America, and 14144 per cent 
was between the Atlantic coast of the 
United States and the Orient. 

In Operation Six Years. 

Within the six years of operation, 
Gen. Harding's report said, there 
has been a marked increase in traffic 
through the canal, notwithstanding 
the fact that the world war 
fered with the normal development 
of ocean-going commerce. After the 
entry of the United States into the 
war there was a decrease in 
mercial traffic, due to the diversion
